A move to have the duck shooting 
season begin earlier than September 
15 was started last night by the 
Northern Alberta Game and Protec- 
tive League at its annual meeting. 
Dr. R. A. Rooney was elected presi- 
dent and W. F. H. Mason secretary 

Dr. Rooney announced that 
general meeting to deal with 
matter of having the duck season 
open September 1 or on Labor Day, 
will be called within a week, #0 
that representations may be made to 
the Legislature. 

An order of fifty pairs of quail ta 
to be given to Benedict's game farm 
at Leduc, so that the league may 
liberate some of the game birds in 
the north of the province, so as to 
be a nucleus of many coveys.

A report was made by the game

those game fish for lakes in Al 
berta will be continued, it was de- 
cided. A motion was passed to en- 
deavor to secure from the Dominion 
Department of Marine and Fisheries 
a permit to allow the fish to be ex- 
ported to Alberta. 

The league went on record as fa- 
voring the’ principle of establishing 
public shooting grounds. When the 
Dominion officials have completed a 
survey of suigble locations, the exe- 
cutive will be instructed to confer 
as to suitable locations for such 
preserves 

Dr. R. F Nichols made a report 
upon the success attending his ef- 
forts to raise ring-neck pheasanta, 
saying that they had wintered nicely 
in the open for two seasons. When 
the committee meets the Provincial 
Minister of Agriculture, an effort ts 
to be made @ have the Conserva- 
tion Board aid in the propagation of 
these birds, or have the provincial 
poultry farm take over the flock for 
the future, he reported.

The importance of one man In making or merring a champion- 
ship team was never so aptly or forcibly illustrated as in the case 
of the Edmonton Hockey club of this season. In this instance it 
was a champion team wrecked by the disposal of one player. 

We are holding no briefs for Art. Gagne. He has proved a 
bust of the biggest kind in his present surrounding with the 
Regina team, thereby silencing all those critics who predicted that 
‘his addition to the ‘Capitals would lift them to the calibre of a 
western Canada League champion. 

Whatever record the Regina team has made up to now has

Figure of Justice Incarnate Was 
Counsel Who Sealed Crippen’s Doom 


Carried Collection of Colored 
Pencils—Used Blue and 
Red Ink Pens—Master of 
the Art of Concealing His 
Hand — Death of Sir 
Richard Muir, Great Eng- 
lish Counsel. 


I’ was when Sir Richard Muir began to mar 
shal the evidence against him that Dr. 

Crippen felt he was doomed. 

Never, perhaps, in the history of the Old 
Bailey has there been a trial more dramatic in 
incident, never one more intensely followed by 
the whole world. 

Behind it all an f{mpassfonate figure of jus 
tice incarnate, was Sir Richard in those monthe 
of 1910, Remorselessly, deadly in accuracy, the 
great counsel's cross-examination of the little 
medial man after one of the most bruta! poison- 
ing cases of a wife in criminal history, recon- 
structed, plece by piece, the scattered puzzle 
blocks of evidence, that Inevitably brought the 
prisoner's doom nearer minute by minute. 

And now the great counsel will be heard no 
more. Death called him suddenly from influ- 
enza and double pneumonia ir his 67th year. 

Yet, so long as the art of cross-examination is 
studied, the fame of this formidable counsel will 
not fade. He studiously eschewed “fireworks,” 
preferring to rely on the deadly logic of facts, 
which he was wont to marshal in a masterly 
way. 

To prisoners and opposing counsel there was 
something hypnotic about Sir Richara’s calm, 
deliberate methods. 

These could not be better illustrated than 
the incident related by Lord Hewart, the Lord 
Chief Justice, at the Old Bailey Bar mess dinner 
in 1922. 

Lord Hewart recalled that in one of the first 
cases in which he was engagec at Liverpco) As- 
sizes he heard with fear and trembling that RiI- 
chard Muir was against him. He had heard of 
Muir as a sound and careful lawyer, with a great 
reputation, and he watched, as if fascinated, his 
opponent’s preparations when the case was 
reached. He saw Sir Richard produce a large 
bundle rolled up in an indiarubber band. 

Those were his carefully-made notes. He then 
put down side by side a red pencil, a blue pencil, 
a green pencil, a pencil with green one end and 
red the other, a blue ink pen, a red ink pen. 
Passages in his notes and _  copy-letters 
were scored underneath: in blue, or red, 
or green, and Muir afterwards confessed to him, 
when questioned on the subject, that “red” at 
least meant danger. He admired Muir's conduct 
of the case immensely, and they had been friends 
ever since, 

In appearance Sir Richard was short and 
thick-set. He looked more like a successful mer- 
chant than a prominent crifnina! barrister. He 
had a kindly blue eye, which one does not usu- 
ally associate with a public prosecutor. 

However, on occasion, he could be severe. 
His remorseless cross-examination of Crippen, 
which lasted three bours and 48 minutes, will 
stand out as one of the most famous perform- 
ances in the history of the criminal bar. The 
kindliness had gone out of his blue eyes that 
day. 

Bn people will remember the grim manner 
in which he opened his speech for the prosecu- 
tion, particularly the solemn way in which he 
described Mrs. Crippen’s disappearance. 

“From that momept,” he said, “she passed 
out of the world that knew her (pause) as com- 
pletely as if she were dead (pause). 

“She left behind her everything she would 
have left behind her if she had died (pause), 
Money, jewels, furs, clothes, home, busband, 


(pause), all left (long pause).

Sir Richard was a master of the art of con 
cealing his hand. Seemingly innocent questions 
were put at first to witness. Then counsel would 
uuexpectedly stgrt on another track and with 
drawatic suddenness return to a previous sub 
ject, making it impossible for the man in the 
box to invent plausible explanations. 

Crippen proved himseif on the whole a skil- 
ful witness, but under the baffling cross-ex 
amination of Sir Richard his composure com- 
pletely deserted him, and when he left the box 
it was realized by all in court that his fate was 
sealed. This was the peroration: 

If the remains are not those of Belle Elmore,

None 
has been offered. 
Who mutilated her body and put the re 


mains there? Who but the tenant had the op 
portunity, the skill, the access to the pyjama 
jacket, pieces of which—Crippen’s own pyjama 
jacket—were found in the grave? 

And Sir Richard was right. Many people 
have not yet forgotten Crippen’s cry from the 
dock as the jury returned with a verdict of 
guilty. In loud, emphatic tones he exclaimed, 
“I still protest my innocence.” 

Strangely coincident with the death of the 
great counsel is the published assurance in Old 
Country newspapers of one of the only two men 
competent to speak, that Crippen, hanged for 
the murder of his‘actress wife thirteen odd years 
ago, confessed to his crime before he went to 
the scaffold. 

Thus the popular beliet he died

claiming and protesting his innocence 
to the last is shattered. How Crippen 
killed Belle Elmore and buried her 


mutilated body in a cellar in Hilldrop-crescent, 
N. W.; how he fled the country with Ethel le 
Neve, his mistress; how the couple in disguise 
were arrested on an Atlantic liner—these are 
episodes in the story well remembered to this 
day. 

Writing In the ‘Express,’ Mr. Newton Crip 
pen's solicitor, says: “Prison governors, ward 
ers, chaplains, all denied that he had confessed. 
Nevertheless, he did-—and to me. During a cer- 
tain period of the proceedings, at one 
of our interviews, at which I was ac 
companied by a secretary, Crippen made a full 
confession of the inurder, He told me the story 
of his life with Belle Elmore; how she grew bad- 
tempered and slovenly, and was gradually drag- 
ging him down. He told how, after a trip to 
America, she boasted to him of a lover who 
wished her to remain with him there. Finally,

Despite the vigor and thoroughness of his 
methods, it could never be said that Sir Richard 
fought for convictions, He was always scrupu 
lously fair, Long years as a crown prosecutor 
had perhaps given bim a cold, unfilochinge 
manner, and he certainly bad on occasions a 
Sceptical and penetrating glance; but he wae a 
man who concealed beneath the surface much 
sensibility and kindness. In his work he never 
forgot that the prosecuting counsel exercised 
the functions of a minister of justice 

Sir Richard David Muir, who was born at 
Greenock, climbed to his high position from 
quite humble beginnings. His father was a shoe 
maker, Previous to bis migration to London be 
was employed in the office of a Newfoundland 
merchant. Arrived tn London, he studied at 
King's College, and while awaiting success at the 
law he looked—as many others have done—to 
journalism for a livelibood, The Timea = en 
gaged him on its parliamentary staff, where he 
acquired so complete a mastery of shorthand 
as to earn for himself the name of the “writing 
wonder.” He was called to the bar at Middle 
Temple tn 1884. 

He also appeared in many
